KentHcky Crop Refort. 

The expected frosts in Septem- 
ber did not Mine bat on the con- 
trary the warm weather during 
the month rapidly matured the 
balk of the corn and tobaoeo 
crops and both are now out of 
danger from frosts, except a 
verjr^oiall p«r cent of Ute plant* 
ing. 

The prospects for the corn 
yield ifliproTed' daring Septem- 
ber and is now 91 per < ont as 
compared with 88 per cent oo 
8ept«inb«r flrat. 

Eighty-two per cent of the 
Burley tbbaooo crop, and eighty- 
one per cent of the dark tobacco 
was cut and housed by October 
Ist. As compared with the yield 
of last year the Barley is 87 per 
cent, while the dark is 81 per 
cent. 

The fall grass crop is reported 
in floe eondition and live stock 
is consequently doing well. 

The acreage prepared for wheat 
is 87 per eent m eoB|Mured with 
last year. 

Wheat is worth |1 02 in Louis- 
ville with still an upward "ten- 
dency. The Society of Equity is 
the cause and they are holding 
but for II 25 in some plaoes. 



Two More Bridges tor Powell. 
The I'owell Fiscal Court before 
adjoamiog last week made con- 
tract for two new bridges, one at 
Stanton and one at Bowen. The 
dineosioos fbr the Stanton 
bridfic are 14x125 feet and for 
the Bowen bridge 14x100 feet. 
The coijtniet^oe for the two 
bridges is $5,100 00 and they are 
both to be completed by Dec. 20, 
1907. The Cttiampion Bridge 
Company got the contract. It 
seems that the old county of 
Powell is getting a spirit of en- 
terprise about it all of which is 
worthy of congratulation. This 
makes five bridges for Powell, 
three in the apper end of the 
county and two in this end. This 
end is now due the next bridge.

Saloon men are 
compelled by law to confine their 
sales e.xclusively to lu-rsoiis hold- 
ing licenses to buy, under pain 
of a heavy fine, for selling to un- 
authorised drinkers. A feature 
of the law is that every six 
mouths a complete list of the 
licensed drinkers is published.

Don't forget to vote for the 
'constitutional amendment. The 
ainendnicnt jtrovidos that every 
voter uiust preseut his tax re- 
ceipt for the current year for all 
state, county, district and mu- 
nicipal taxes before ollowed to 
vote.

This law 
would do away the registration 
and put a value on franchise 
privileges. It is just that every 
voter should pay tax, and it is 
equally just that evenr man who 
doesn't pay tax should not be al- 
lowed to Tote.
